Something Abont Him and Bi» Accomplice 


in the Coanell Murder—Prince Is Den d.. 


UTBut'Hli" Pal May ^Suffer for the 


:Crime of 5?ew» Ago. 


Special Correspondence Of THE TIMES. 


Richmond, Vn., April 18.—"Jack" 


Prince, the alleged murderer of D. F. 
Connell, of Portsmouth, O., is dead. 
His death occurred October 24th, 1894. 
Prince was - then - serving a nine-year 
sentence for shooting a conductor 
named Galloway on the Norfolk and 
Western railroad. 
With a companion 


named Nowling,- Prince boarded Gal- 
loway's train, their intention" being to 
beat their, way to Bristol, where a fair 
was in progress., "When ; near Wythe- 
ville, tha conductor ordered them off. 
They drew revolvers and fired at- him, 
one shot taking effect, causing a dan- 
gerous, but not fatal wound. Prince 
was tried and sent to the penitentiary 
for nine years. 
He began his sentence 


October 28, 1892. 
He 
maintained 


that he did not do the shooting, hold- 
ing that the bullet found in Galloway 
was of 38 calibre, while his pistol was 
of 33 calibre. Nowling, who was also 
arrested, was turned over to West .Vir- 
ginia authorities and hanged 'for; kill- 
ing a railroad man. 


Prince was anything but a model 


prisoner. He gave the officials a great 
deal of trouble almost to the day of his 
death, which was caused by consump- 
tion and dropsy. His body was claimed 
by .his mother who. lived at Clifton

Yery few friends were -made, by 


Prince in the institution. 
He was so 


vicious that many of. the convicts 
feared him. He had, however, for a 
time a cell mate who had great .influ- 
ence, over him and to whoni he told his 
life story. 
It was filled with murder 


and robbery and made Prince out a 
black Holmes. He boasted that he had 
often done murder to accomplish rob- 
bery and he had never been found out. 
He told tais.convict friend that he had 
been twice sentenced to be hanged for 
shooting Conductor Galloway. 


Regarding the killing of Connell, 


which he was very fond of talking 
about, he said that he had a companion 
and the companion did the shooting, 
though he got half the money. While 
undoubtedly a romancer, Prince, it, is 
believed here now, had a hand in this 
crime, as he always related it sub- 
stantially the same as his first story. 


The reporter talked with Prince '* 


convict friend today.. Said he: ""'I 
have no doubt that Prince had a part 
in the Basic City business. He braggud 
that he was arrested soon after the 
crime was committed, and because he 
kept his mouth shut, was allowed to go 
free. 
He said that instead of trying 


to prove his innocence he thought it 
best to let the officers prove his guilt, 
which they failed to do at the justice 
hearing." 


Prince gave his friend the name of 


his accomplice in the Oounell murder 
and robbeiy case. He has also served 
a sentence in the penitentiary here, 
but is now at liberty, so far as known 
here. It is very likely if efforts are 
made iu the proper direction he can be 
caught. According to Prince, he did 
the killing. 


The reporter's iufonnant at the peni- 


tentiary has the reputation of being a 
truthful negro, aud he has a memoran- 
dum to .show what the dead man told 
him. 


Prince was a big, burly negro, and 


undoubtedly never suffered for half the 
crimes he committed. It may be that 
he was not as bad as he painted him 
self, and some of his btories emanated 
from his brain, still there is no doubt 
that he was a very dangerous man and 
had a hand in the slaying of Connell. 
Some of the convicts think they make 
themselves heroes by bragging of the 
crimes they have committed and there 
is much romancing in the penitentiary 
as a result. But so far as Connell' 
murder is concerned, it may be safely 
charged to Prince and his confederate. 


Detective Baldwin has visited the 


penitentiary lately after facts in regard 
to the case, and, while Prince is beyonc" 
human justice, his .partner in the Con 
nell murder and robbery, it is very 
lilcely, will soon be brought to the bai 
of justico-and sent on to pay the pen 
alty of a dastardly crime that has for 
several years looked as though it would 
go unpunished."
